poor laboring man silver or paper. 


ATTEMPTING TO DECEIVE. 
All the talk about a fifty -cent dol­ 
lar IS for purposes of deception. 
There is no such thing as a fifty - 
cent dollar now, nor will there be 
after free coinage is adopted. 
There is no provision of law for 
the “ redemption” of silver dollars 
now. 
The gold reserve is for the pur­ 
pose of redeeming greenbacks and 
treasury notes, and there is nowhere 
that the holder of a silver dollar can 
go and demand gold for it. 
The silver dollar of 
4 1 2 ^ grains 
is a legal tender dollar and stands 
as such with nothing behind it. 
In 
the ordinary transactions it is legal 
tender, primary money . 
Under free coinage the silver dol­ 
lar will have the same weight and 
the same functions that it now has. 
It will be a dollar itself, and, being 
a dollar, will pass for its full 100 
cents value in all transactions. 
The only difference will be that 
it will be coined freely and the 
treasury will treat it in large trans­ 
actions just as it is now treated in 
small affairs. 
Under the policy advocated by 
Mr. Bry an silver dollars will pay 
the demands of the bondholders as 
well as those of the laboring man. 
As it is now we have one money 
(gold) for the rich man who goes 
to the treasury and demands it, and 
we sell bonds and pay 
interest to 
get it for him, while the poor man 
who does a day ’s work must accept 
silver or paper just as his employ er 
pleases. 
If Bry an is elected there will be 
one money for all. 
Rich and poor 
will be treated alike. Lawful money 
coined by the government will not 
be outlawed, nor will the poor man 
who works and gets his pay in sil­ 
ver be tax ed to get gold for the rich 
man who clips coupons. 
But there will be no fifty cent 
dollars, nor will the people be com­ 
pelled to buy two hundred cent 
dollars.

PAYING OF COMMISSIONS. 


items of Inter est Picked Up from Va­ 
rious Sources for the Benefit of 
“ Democrat” Readers. 


With a view of reducing suspen­ 
sions, and at the same time of dis­ 
ciplining employes on their indi­ 
vidual performance, a 
record will 
be kept by the R o ck Island of each 
employe, showing his shortcomings, 
neglect of duty, violation of rules, 
bad conduct, etc. , 
and at the same

able service,

other serious offenses. 
T his order is effective Oct. i , and 
is applicable to enginemen,

graph operators. 


Paying Excessive Commissions. 
T h e transcontinental roads are all 
stirred up over the discovery that 
since the resumption of business on 
Us Sunset route the Southern P a c i­ 
fic has been paying $15 commission 
on every passenger from New York 
to San Francisco 
who is ticketed 
over the Sunset route. 
This 
is the highest commission 
yet paid on transcontinental busi­ 
ness, and yet it applies to domestic 
business as well as immigrant busi­ 
ness. 
T h e other roads are in the 
dark regarding

Not Color, But Pe rfume . 


It has frequently been asserted 
that the brilliant colors of many 
flow’ers serve to a ttra ct bees and 
butterflies to them. 
Experiments 
recently reported to the Belgian 
Academy of Sciences seem to show 
that the perfume rather than the col­ 
or of flowers is the real attraction. 
Bright-colored blos.soms were cov­ 
ered with leaves and papers pinned 
closely about them; yet the insects

It has been proved tliat in­ 
fantry 
fire 
is 
almost 
ineffectual 
against the captive balloon, and the 
continual changing of the height and 
postiion of the 
balloon essentially 
reduces the danger of its being shot 
down by field or heavy guns. 
Ail 
the experiments have shown, how­ 
ever, that it is advisable not to bring 
the balloon beneath a height of five 
kilometers above a hostile battery; 
and a t this distance it can very well 
accomplish its 
task.—Berlin Cor­ 
respondence London Standard.

The birds go about the fight witli 
the shrewdness of trained warriors, 
and they battle with the fierceness 
of sav ages. 
For two or three days 
the young ones come in from tlie 
surrounding pineries and camp, as it 
were, until their number is sufficient­ 
ly large to warrant an attack on the 
two v icious old birds that are in pos­ 
session of the nest. 
Men who hav e watched those bat­ 
tles year after year for ten years say 
that the old hav rk s hav e nc'v er yet 
been worsted. 
Sometimes they are 
a little short of feathers when the 
scrimmage is ov er, but they manage 
to hold the iiest, and if their assail­ 
ants get off witliout leav ing a dozen 
dead on the field they are fortunate. 
This year the battle was unusually 
fierce and one of the old hawk s 
w-as so badly damaged that it fell to 
the ground, and B art Hobroii, who 
has a strong affection for the old 
birds, took it home and earefiill}’ 
nursed it until it was able to fly, 
when he set it loose and it returned 
to the nest as chipper as ev er. 
This year the yoimg hawlcs were 
three days getting ready for the as­ 
sault. 
They, apparently, were de­ 
termined to win and hold oil until 
they numbered between 4fl and 50. 
During the day tlu‘y circled around 
the tree high eiiougli abov e it to en­ 
able them to get a clear v iew of the 
nest inside and out, ev identIv tak iiif’^ 
note of its weak points. 
While this was going on the old 
hawk s q uietly watched the maneu­ 
v ers of their enemies, one of tliem 
sitting on the end of a brok en limb, 
the other standing on the edge of 
the nest. 
One morning llie attack ing partv 
formed a circle in the air abov e the 
nest and, at the cry of one that ap­ 
peared to be the leader, ev ery bird 
shot towards the nest lik e an ar­ 
row. 
When they came togellier 
there was a wild jumble of feathers 
and stick s, and the birds snarled lik e 
a lot of mad puppies. 
They q uick ly 
rose into the air and when the dust 
cloud that had been beaten out of 
the nest cleared u]> the two old 
hawk s wore seen v iciously yank ing 
the feathers out of an unfortunate 
enemy tliat had fallen into their 
clutches. 
It was the ev ident intention of the 
young hawk s to tear the nest a]v art, 
and they swooped down on it re]>cat- 
edly, 
but it was strongly built of 
interlaced stick s cemented togethi'r 
with clay that had been bak ing in 
the sun for years, and they made but 
little impression upon it. 
A t each 
attack the old hawk s managed to 
gather in one of their assailants and 
made short work of him. 
All day this form of battle was 
k e|)t up, and still tlie old birds were 
apparently as fresh as at the start. 
A t sundown hostilities were sus­ 
pended. 
The next morning, bright 
and early, the young hawk s gathered 
in a mass ov er the tree and, at a 
sq ueal from the leader, let fall a 
shower of stones that thov carried in 
their talons. 
One of these fodl on the back of the 
hawk in the nest and hurt it so that 
it couldn’t fight with as much v im as 
before. A half dozen times the young 
hawk s resorted to this trick , but 
only liit the nest once. 
In the middle of the foreiKDon of 
the second dav the two old hawk s 
sallied forth and mixed up with their 
assailants in a hand-to-haiul battk i. 
Feathers flew and screams filled the 
air. 
Occasionally a }mung bird fell 
to the ground dead or dying, and 
finally one of the old hawk s came 
tumbling down with one wing help­ 
less. 
For an hour the battle raged and 
then, suddenly, the young hawk s 
turned tail and disappeared in the 
pines, leav ing the old hawk master 
of the situation.

half iuehos of rain since Sunday . 
Ihi.s, ho say s, is a very moderate 
fall, as during the heavy rain of a i 
few weeks ago live inches fell in as 
many hour.s. 
But a precipitation of 
two and one-Iialf inches amounts to 
an iinmeiiso volume of water when 
spreal over a country or state. 
It 
is much vaster y ian the average 
pi‘rsnii would suppose, without mak­ 
ing the calculation. 
To iHustrato, there are 4,014,489 ,- 
GlH) square inches in an area of one 
square mile. 
.Multiply ing this num­ 
ber by two and one-half, the rain­ 
fall expressed in inches, the result is 
the number of cubic inches of rain 
on a square mile of territory . 
It is 
10.u3u 221,000 cubic inches, or 5,802,- 
213 cubic feet. 
A cubic foot of water weighs 621 
pounds. 
Tlie rain that has fallen on 
a s(|uare mile of territory since Sun­ 
day would, 
therefore, weigh 362,- 
638,312 pounds—181,319 tons. There 
are 65,350 square iffiles in the state 
of 51issouri. 
Assuming the rain to 
have been general throughout the 
state the weight of the water that 
has fallen on Missouri within the 
past three day s is 11,849 ,19 6,650 
tons. 
It would require a tank 180 
feet long, 180 feet wide and 180 feet 
deep to contain 181,319 tons, the 
i amount of rain precipitated on one 
square mile. 
Place 40 of these giant 
tanks in a row; then place by its 
side 39 more such rows; there will 
then be a square containing 1,600 
40 each way ; on top of this square 
place 39 more squares jast like it. 
The rciiuit will be a pile of 64,000 
tanks in the shape of a cube. 
This 
pile of tanks would just barely hold 
a sheet of water spread over the en­ 
tire state of Missouri two and one- 
half inches 
deep. 
It would 
be 
equivalent to a single tank one and 
one-third miles long, one and one- 
third miles wide and one and one- 
third 
miles 
deep.—Kansas 
City 
World.

The gen ­ 
tleman then divulged the n ames of 
the errin g couple to Mr. Archer. 
They stan d high in public esteem, 
are alive to every charitable call 
an d beloveii for their man y n oble 
qualities. 
The two were married, 
but n ot to each other. 
I'hey are 
respected paren ts an d their children 
are frien ds. The y oun g man desired 
above all thin gs to see his mother, 
an d when the facts of his birth were 
made kn own to him, expressed the 
same eager wish.
